The candidate has shown a clear understanding of the passage, and 
provided many details about why Spanish people are moving back to 
towns and villages. These details could have been expanded on further 
for excellence and more conclusions drawn, e.g. in the future Carolina 
hopes that rural Spain will remain a peaceful place with infinite 
possibilities. 


The candidate has answered the question and identified the link 
between the Mayan constellations and the location of their cities. 
However, to show a thorough understanding the candidate could select 
and expand the ideas further e.g. the understanding of where Mayan 
cities were located lead William to discover a new city. 


The candidate has again shown a clear understanding of the passage, 
and provided many details about the Aquatic museum in the Canary 
Islands e.g. a detailed description of the museum’s exhibits. The 
candidate has attempted to communicate implied meanings e.g. how 
the museum aims to make visitors aware of the importance of the sea. 
However, for a more thorough understanding the candidate could 
expand and explain the reasons for the monuments in the museum.
